Her third marriage turned out more hap 
pily than the previous ones. But Mrs. Fer- 
cuson never ceased to sorrow for her lost 
child. “She heard through a friend whe had 
been told by her friend that a woman in 
Grand Rapids had known a, Mrs. Mary 
O'Keefe who died in childbirth.

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N OKLAHOMA they. are conducting 
‘the greatest ghost hunt on record. A 
thousand officers, from United 
States Marshals to County Consta- 
bles and peace guardians of quiet 
little villages, are looking for a “‘bad 
man” who already has been killed, 
identified and buried. Visions of fat re- 
wards for the capture of the “‘ghost ban- 
ait’’ torment the dreams of these Okla- 
homa officers. ~For the price upon his 
head is a big oné. 

Equally disturbing, with such a prize 
and so much renown to be won, is the pos- 
itive statement by members of a Sheriff’s 
posse that the hunted. man départed this law-en- 
cumbered life amid a shower of bullets one day last 
August. 

And hard upon the heels of every such reitera- 
tion comes the report of another bank robbery, 
marked by the masterly touches which indicate that 
it is the work of the ‘‘ghost bandit” and ngne other. 

So, some persons in Oklahoma believe that the 
notorious Jeff Duree really did the conventional 
thing for once and stayed dead, after that band of 
straight-shooting citizens went in pursuit and over- 
took him.- Other persons, unable to stomach such 
a mercenary and pilfering chost, even though be- 
having in a manner remarkably true to life, say that 
it wasn’t Jeff at all who was slain. 

Undoubtedly, that posse bagged a fugitive from 
the law. But it must have been a man who looked 
just like Jeff Duree, not Jeff himself. Each theory. 
as will be seen below, presents its own special dif- 
ficulties. 

And there is still another theory, one which bris- 
tles with diffienlties and even gives cause for ribald 
laughter——that of the “ghost. bandit.’’ So its. the 
chief figure in this strange drama known to the gen- 
eral public; thus is he called in -conversation, in 
newspaper articles and among the ‘Sewildered but 
vigilant police officers. - 

It’s a handy name, whatever your beliefs as to 
the present whereabouts of Jeff Duree. It fits the 
mysterious circumstances to be unfolded in this nar- 
rative as snugly as a lead bullet fits into the end of 
a brass cartridge shell. 

And be it remembered that the scene of the grew- 
some comedy~is Oklahoma, where dwells perhaps 
the strangest mixture of races and types known to 
any state in the Union. A land of modern sky- 
scraperg and of primitive hovels left over from the 
early days; of oil millionaires, white and red, and of 
poor people in the same shades; of thriving, up-to- 
date cities and of desolate hamlets: of rich farming 
communities and of wide, lonely regions where even 
little farmhouses are few and far between—-where, 
amid the trackless hills and gullies, a man may 
leave the whole world behind him. 

“Up in the Osage” is a phrase with a sinister 
meaning in Oklahoma. For the/physical character- 
istics of Osage County have endeared it to men just a 
few hours ahead of the Sheriff. With rugged hills“

ber and underbrush, besides difficult trails and 
secret caverns, it offers a safe refuge for fugitives. 

It was from the notorious Osage country that 
Jeff Duree first came, much to the regret of the 
rest of Oklahoma, which wishes that he had stayed 
there— -that same Osage which is known as the 
haven of nine-tenths of the Oklahoma bandits. 
Thither he may have returned, if he survived his 
reported death at the hands of a Sheriff’s posse. 

So much of the background should be sketched in 
before telling the chain of events out of which the 
theory of the “ghost bandit’’ has been evolved. It 
was in the Osage country, by the way, that a-“‘ghost 
Indian” lived and was pointed out to visitors for 
This Indian chief had been severely 
ill and under,the care of white physicians, by whom 
finally he was pronounced dead. A few hours after 
his death, the Indian came to life again, or emerged 
from a deep coma, whichever you prefer. 

Thereupon the former patient. assumed that he 
was a living man, just as he had been prior to the 
iliness. But it didn’t sound possible, to the other 
Indians. The wise palefaces had said that the sick 
man was dead—therefore, he was dead. Naturally, 
they didn’t care to associate with a dead man. There- 
fore the chief was ostracized by the other Indians. 
Among people more sophisticated than Indians, 
ghosts likewise are social outcasts— 

The legend of Jeff Duree as a ghost bandit ts 
built, as on a corner stone, npon events which start- 
ed one warm day last August. The ‘reputation of 
Duree as a mail bandit with iron nerve dates back 
much farther than that. He had, in fac® been con- 
victed of robbing a Santa Fe train near Edmond, 
Ok., in 1921, had been sent to the Leavenworth Pen- 
itentiary with a 25-year sentence and been released 
under a heavy bond in February, 1924, pending the 
outcome of his appeal for a new trial.

@ road surface dressing, writes United States 

Consul Marshall M. Vance. The dressing, which 
is the Invention of a Ceylon rubber planter, is now be 
ing used on a portion of Darley road, which is one of 
the most used thoreughfares in Colombo. 

The solution is made from pure bark and scrap rub- 
ber. The method of laying is similar to that employed 
with tar and asphalt preparations, it being heated until 
liquid and then spread on the road with brooms.

Chicago newspapers of Jan. 11, this year, quote the 
Health Commissioner as follows: 

“ “Few realize the menace confronting Chicago. 
Of 2495 samples of unchlorinated water taken from 
the lake, 0 per cent of them were found unfit to 
drink. For 132 days last year the Calumet River 
(Chicago's sewage drainage) flowed inte the lake 
and contaminated the supply.’ 

“Ané the Mayor of Chicago is quoted on the same 
date as follows: 

““What follows pollution of the lake was well 
illustrated in October, 1923. A high windstorm 
reversed the flow of the Calumet River for a few 
days and this was followed by 150 cases of typhoid. 
12 of them fatal, in the district between Thirty-ninth 
and 130th streets.’ 

“As soon as our attention was called to the tr- 
phoid scare,” continued Mr. Meletio, “we secured 
Samples of oysters with their shells from the 12 
beds from which our supply is drawn, and had 
them carefully analyzed by the City Health Depart- 
ment of St. Louis. The analyses showed two sam- 
ples with a high score of Bacillus coli, and the re 
maining 10 samples showed a negligible score. 

“We then immediately discontinued all further 
shipments from the two points with a high score. 
Consequently, through careful tests - given the 
oysters we are handling by the City Health De-

partment, we are of the opinion that oysters 
LOW are as delectable as they have been for the 
past 50 years, and are free of all 
spreading gernis. 

“And I may add, for the benefit of the 
Oyster-eating public, that all of the oyster 
dealers in St. Louis co-operated with us in the 
various tests made, and all of the oysters han- 
died here in St. Louis are drawn from the 
sources Of supply which showed up so favorably 
in the examination. 

“Rather than be responsible for the loss of 
one life, I'd discontinue the handling of oysters. 
But I feel perfectly satisfied with the quality 
of this season’s oysters. I’m fond of oysters 
myself; I eat lots of them, and eat them raw.” 

Meletio said that in his opinion St. Louis 
“has the most wonderful Health Commissioner 
in the country,’ and that the well-known low 
death rate in St. Louis is due to the work of 
the City Health Department and to the excep- 
tionally fine water supply. 

“We've had no typhoid here above the ordi- 
mary run of that disease,”’ said Dr. Max C. 
Starkloff, Health Commissioner. “No infected 
condition has been traced to St. Louis. There 
have been typhoid cases of persons who were 
traveling or who ate oysters in other places. 
In 1923 St. Louis had 141 cases of typhoid, 
with 36 deaths, and in 1924 we had 178 cases, 
with 30 deaths. But in the summer of 1924 
there was a county infection which caused 102 
of our cases. 

“Out of 23 typhoid cases which have arisen 
here since Nov. 1, some 15 cases have been 
traced to infections outside the city, while 
seven are of undetermined origin. Four of 
these outside cases gave a history of eating 
oysters; the others drank water from wells or 
springs while touring. 

“Out of the 119 actual cases which had been 
reported in Chicago up to Jan. $, there were 
69 cases with an oyster history which pointed 
to oyster infection. Five cases could not be classified 
because of death or delirium. The presumabie non- 
oyster cases numbered 28. It is the old, old story. 
Let an infection strike, and some individuals are 
affected and some are not. 

“The oyster scare had a foundation, and the wide- 
spread attention which it has attracted to the oyster 
situation will make for throwing stronger safe- 
guards around the handling and sale of oysters. 
Certain oyster beds are contaminated by sewage 
emptied into the adjacent waters. Their product 
should not be used, and it is not used by first-class 
packers. But many oyster beds are guarded and 
inspected with the greatest care. 

“The Bacillus coli which figures in the inspections 
is an organism from the waste of animals and man. 
When they are present, there necessarily is an op- 
portunity for the typhoid organisms to be present, 
since typhoid cases may have contributed to that 
waste. If oysters are thoroughly cooked—and let 
me emphasize thoroughly——there is no.danger in 
eating them.”’ 

Dr. Bundesen, at Chicago on Dec. 11, issued a 
warning against eating raw oysters, and the follow- 
ing day Dr. Starkloff advised St. Louis to cook 
its oysters. On Jan. 10, an order which forbade the 
serving of raw oysters in Lllinois was issued by Di-

S THE recent mysterious destruction of Okla- 
homa’s latest “tough town’’ a present-day 
counterpart of the fate of Sodom and Go- 
morrah, as recorded in the first book of the 
Old Testament? 
Some Bible students, of the “‘fundamental- 
ist’’ persuasion, are asking just that. They 
profess to believe that in this twentieth century of 
the Christian era the Lord God of Hosts has “rained 
upon” the big, busy, bad oil town of Cromwell and 
reduced the place to ashes because of its wicked- 
ness. In recent weeks two fires, each inexplicable 
under ordinary human powers of comprehension, 
have visited Cromwell—visited and ‘‘taken off their 
things.’ so to express it, and stayed long enough 
to burn up, or down, most of the business section 
of the place. 

“Divine wrath!” cry the old-fashioned religion- 
ists who ‘have intimate knowledge of the terrible 
toughness of the tough town of Cromwell. “A 
righteous visitation of divine wrath!’’ 

And there is a superstitious underworld, either 
wholly ignorant of Holy Writ or caring naught 
therefor, that shares in the view held by the im- 
plicit believers. They, too, feel that Cromwell's 
“reneral cussedness” brought upon itself this dis- 
aster. On the other hand—the third hand, if such 
member be recognized—there are skeptics.

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ROMANCE OF POSTMARKS 


HE postmarks on letters would 
seem to be about as prosaic as 
anything in the world. But be- 
hind them is a long history, with 
items both interesting and romantic. 
An English journalist recently has been 
investigating the subject. 

As early as the time of Henry VIII, it 
" for senders to write on the 
their letters the date when

 e-tnep were dispatched, and thore were 


many complaints of delay. Sir Brian 
Tuke, Master of the Posts in 1533. de- 
fended himself by referring to dilatory 
correspondents who dated their letters 
‘a day or two before they actually were 
posted. 
In 1590 Postmasters countered with 
a scheme of their own, which not only 
ehecked the senders but enabled a close 
record to be kept on messengers who 
conveyed the letters along the various 
stages into which long -journeys had 
then to be divided. A letter would be 
marked with time and date at Dover,

The first real stamp did not come into 
use until 1660, when by act of Parlia- 
ment a postoffice was set up and leased 
to Henry Bishopp at an annual rentz! 
of $107,000. Bishopp was accused of 
various abuses. and in his defense he 
stated that one of the things hé had in- 
yented to avoid delay was a stam» 

which impressed on the lettpr the day 
and the month of delivery 

The first postmark was circular in 
form and contained in the upper half 
the first two letters of the name of the 
month, and in the lower a nifmber for 
the day. as OC and 24, 
Oct. 24. 

A postmark introduced in 1786 con- 
sisted of two concentric circles, the 
outer circle containing the year and-the 
month; and the inner circle having a 
single figure for the day. In 1795 a 
further alteration was found necessary 
in order to keep a check on sorters, 
and the outer circle was given a double 
rim for use on letters sorted in the aft- 
ernoon. From 1800 to 1822, the “1” 
was left out of the date. 

The stamp containing the word 
"F¥ree,”’ often to be met with on eight. 
eenth-century letters, has an interesting 
history. It refers to the privilege pos- 
sessed at one time by members of Par-

liament and peers of “franking,” 
sending their letters free.

Never was a privilege more flagrant» 
ly abused. Members did not hesitate to 
frank the letters of their friends, and 
even of many of their constituents, as 
well as their own, so that by 1776 the 
loss to the revenue amounted to nearly 
$600,000 a year. By 1837, shertly be 


fore the privilece was abolished, the 
loss. amounted to $5,000,000 a year. 
Several measures had been tried to 
put an end to the abuse, but they were 


easily evaded. 
The first penny post was introduced 
as far backgas 1678. It, was a purely 


local post, started by “Willlam Dock- 
wra. in London, and it had a curious 
triangtilar postmark. Along the sides 


on the triangle was written “Penny Post 
Paid.’ and it is distinguished bv hav- 
ing the two “‘n’s” of “Penny” joined 


together, Dockwra'’s undertaking was 
merged in 1685 in the General Postof- 
fice, and here the progress of language 
seems to have slipped backwards, for 
the later stamp was written. “Penny 
Post Pard.”” \ : | 
Stamp collectors with Victorian 
stamps may possibly be puzzled at the 
thick numbering which usually ap- 
pears on their surface. When the later 
penny post was introduced in 1840 it 
was decided to have a double check 
on the origin of the letter, as sometimes 
the ordinary stamps were illegible. 
Therefore, every postoffice in the king- 
dom was given a number, which it used 
as an obliterator for the postage stamp. 
The obliterator is often quite distinct 
trom the office Atamp, and is familiar 
rowadays as a series of wavy lines. Its 
function is simply to render the postage 
stamp unfit for further nse. os

even broadcast warnings by radio, a 


thorough-going method ‘which was the 
subject of bitter comment by some men 
in the oyster industry. 

An interesting feature of the Uhicago 
epidemic was the fact that “almost all 
of the cases represent wealth or asso- 
ciation with wealtb,’’ according to a 
preliminary report by the Department 
of Tleaith. ‘“The proportion who lived 
or occasionally ate at high-grade hotels 
and restaurants during the probable in- 
fection period is about 90 per cent of 
the total.”’ 

Much the same condition was noted 
in the epidemic in New York City, 
where Dr. Frank J. Monaghan, Health 
Commissioner, at the. height of the 
trouble said that the disease was con- 
fined largely to the’wealthier class of 
automabile owners who frequently mo- 
tored out of town and ate at places 
outside the supervision of the Metro- 
politan Health: Department. Among the 
prominent New Yorkers who suffered 
from typhoid was Frank A. Vanderlip, 
retired banker. New York also wit- 
nessed a “buyers’ strike,’’ which re- 
flected the anxiety of consumers and

which caused a loss running into mil- 
lions of dollars to fishermen, fish deal- 
érs and the growers and marketers of 
green vegetables. 

The number of men thrown out of 
work in the oyster-producing districts 
along the Atlantic and gulf coasts has 
been estimated at 25,000, and it may 
well be larger. While some are fisher- 
men, most of them work during the 
‘warm months in fruit and vegetable 
canneries, and in the oyster season de- 
pend on employment in connection with 
the dredging, shucking and packing of 
oysters. When the market collapsed, 
the men in the oyster towns along the 


coast are said to have walked the 
streets as if stunned, 
The oyster industry opposed _ the 


“seare’’ with energy. Inspection of the 
oyster beds by experts was urgently in- 
vited, with findings which served to re- 
store confidence in some of the most 
important producing areas. Measured 


statements, by disinterested men who 
know what they are talking about, 
were given wide publicity. . Even pho- 
fographs have been used, such as pic- 
tures that show Dr. William Firth Wells 
formerly of the United States Health 
Department and now with the New 
York State Conservation Commission, 
eating with obvious gusto a plate of 
New York oysters on the half-shell. 
From a great mass of “testimonials,” 
two will be selected. 

In bis office at Baltimore, on Jan. 
19, the following official statement was 
given out by Dr. John S. Fulton. Di- 
rector of Health for Maryland: 


“This certifies that in Maryland, dur- 
ing the years 1922 to 1924, inclusive. 
no cases of typhoid fever have been at- 
tributed to oysters taken in the waters 
of Maryland. ! 

“During this period there have been 
reported and investigated a total of 
3389 cases of typhoid fever in Mary- 
land and no such case has been at- 
tributed to the consumption of oysters. 


“Baltimore City alone consumes 
540,000 gallons of oysters annually. 
This does not include the consumption 
of oysters in the 28 counties of Mary- 
land.” 

From the office of the Director of 
Public Welfare, Norfolk, Va., and 
signed by Dr. Powhatan S. Schenck, Di- 
rector and Health Commissioner, comes 
the following: 


“After repeated sanitary surveys of 
oyster beds and packing houses and 
bacteriological analyses of oysters from 
these beds and shippers, surveys and 
analyses made by representatives of the 
Federal Government and from. the 
Dairy and Food Division of the Virginia 
State Department of Agriculture, ‘which 
gave these oysters a clean bill of health, 
I certify that I am very sure. that the 
oysters shipped by the Norfolk packers 
and growers are not polluted and that 
they are a safe commodity for food.” 


The typhoid epidemics, and the sus- 
picion that the oyster is to blame, are 
being investigated from different an- 
gles by three agencies of the Federal 
Government: The Public Health Serv- 
ice, the Chemistry Division of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and the Bu- 
reau of Fisheries, Department of Com- 
merce. These officials point out that 
typhoid might be spread not only by 
oysters but by milk or by water, so 
the two latter-items are being investi- 
gated also in typhoid areas. Other rec- 
ognized possible sources of the infec- 
tion include bottled waters, ice, ice 
cream, lettuce, celery, watercress and 
typhoid ‘‘carriers.”’ 

It will be interesting to watch and 
see whether the suspicion against the 
oyster was justified.
